DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

After-Final Amendment filed 3/12/4 forms the basis of this office action. In said 
After-Final Amendment Applicant cancelled all non-allowed claims (4, 8, 12, 13, 15-18 
and 20). Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9 and 1 1 are left in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Attorney John Darling (Reg. No.: 44,482) on March 29, 2004. 

BEGIN EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
(a) In Claim 9, the wording "and to the second semiconductor region" (lines 2-3) has 
been replaced by: "and to the plurality of second semiconductor regions", 
(d) In Claim 1 1 , the wording "and to the second semiconductor region" (lines 2-3) has 
been replaced by: "and to the plurality of second semiconductor regions". 

END OF EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9 and 11 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Closest Prior Art found is Mo et al (6,429,481 B1 ). However, in Mo et al 
the plurality of semiconductor regions 18 (p-type, i.e., first conductivity type) are 
the only regions qualifying as claimed plurality of third semiconductor regions of 
first conductivity type; however, while in the Specification of the application the 
plurality of third semiconductor regions are non-contiguous as evident from 
Figure 1, in Mo et al said third semiconductor regions 18 are contiguous because 
regions 16 periodically shrink to zero while underneath said regions 16 a 
contiguous p-type domain exists that reaches the (upper) of the body region.
